One More Indication of Increase 


of Private Wells. 


Good water news comes from the com- 
pletion St the well of Perry C. Bashore, 
who has just installed his machinery 
and started pumping, and is to the ef- 
fect that this rancher will receive a 
flow of 40 California miner's inches, 
which is enough to insure him plenty 
of irrigation for his ranch and a good 
deal of water to sell. The success of 
the well has caused quite a stir among 
the ranchers, and several who have 
inspected it have said that it is one 
of the finest wells of its size in South- 
ern California. 


The well was put down on the ten 


acres of Valencias and navels on Dou- 
ble avenue, between Azusa and Hollen- 
beck streets, and is 14 inches in dia- 
meter, with an eleven inch column, 
and the depth is 251 feet. It is oper- 
ated with a ten inch cylinder Pomona 
deep well pumphead, known as the 
No. 28 head, guaranteed to run twenty- 
four strokes to the minute. 
Itwill lift 


water from a depth of 210 feet. The 
water in the Bashore well stands at 
138 feet from the surface. A 22 horse- 
power Western gas engine is operating 
the pump, and for several days the 
pump has now been throwing forty 
inches with a steady flow. 


It is one of the smoothest running 


plants in the Covina valley. At a test 
made this week, the pump started 
bringing up. a huge amount of sand,

wards hauled away. Mr. Bashore Is 
using a tw.enty-inch pulley, and he 
says that when he puts on the twenty- 
four inch, he will expect to pump fifty 
inches. The 
well has been sunk 


through thirty-five feet of water-bear- 
ing gravel. 


A peculiar thing about the discovery 


of this water is that Mr. Bashore, who 
is a firm believer in the old willow 
wand as a method of finding water, lo- 
cated this well eleven years ago, and 
has been planning to put down a well 
ever since that ime. Mr. Bashore has 
just finished locating a well for the 
Azusa Irrigating Company by 
his 


method of using the divining rod, and 
this rancher has located so many wells 
in the Covina valley that he has come 
to be known as the "Covina water- 
wizard." Mr. Bashore says that his 
new well will serve him as a protec- 
tion against possible frost in the win- 
ter, as with this large amount of wa- 
ter always at hand he can flood his or- 
chard on the coming of a frosty night, 
and this will serve to lower the tem- 
perature. The well has made a vast 
difference in the value of property in 
that section, and the machinery and 
well together are considered to be 
worth at least $40,000, although not 
costing one-third of this amount.

Evelyn C. Fletcher Gives Exception- 


ally Pleasing Concert With Good 


Attendance. 


Evelyn Charlotte Fletcher—this name 
was regularly introduced Thursday 
evening; officially entered as one of 
the good concert sopranos of Southern 
California. 
Her initial concert, after 


a long period of conscientious study, 
was patronized by nearly three hun- 
dred of the music lovers of Covina, 
in the Woman's Club House, and this 
audience was filled with a warmth for 
her that was divided between a joy 
of hearing her voice and that of a 
keen delight in the success which the 
young Covina girl is making.

toire of songs. 


The announcement of Miss Fletch-- 


er's desire to give her first concert 
among her friends in the town where 
she has received a large portion of her 
school education, and where she has 
become 'distinctly a part of the social 
life, was greeted by her friends with 
approval.

Song," by Riego. The numbers were 
followed with two Grieg songs, "A 
Swan," and "With a Violet," and she 
sang a third number, the "Song of 
Hope." The opening numbers served 
to put her in touch with the audience, 
and the last song came out with a 
full and unhesitating rendition, show- 
ing an assurance that was lacking in 
the opening numbers. From the first 
the audience was quickly responsive, 
and the generous applause quickened 
the desire of the singer to please, en- 
hancing the effect of interpretation, 
and giving warmth to the tones. 


Miss Fletcher had with her on this 


program the young Covina violinist, 
who proved in his very first number 
that local audiences have not realized 
his ability in the past. Robert Philleo 
showed splendid interpretation in his 
opening number, the "Cavatina," by 
Raff. The difficult "Souvenir de Po- 
sen," by Wieniaski, 
followed, 
and 


brought forth imediate response from 
the audience. In the number for Miss 
Fletcher which followed, Mr. Philleo 
played the obligato for the "Angels' 
Serenade," using the mute with fine 
effect. 
This was possibly the most 


enjoyable number of the evening. 


For her particular style of tone, 


the fragment, "Requiem," by Sidney 
Homer, seemed to fit Miss Fletcher in 
interpretation and opportunity. It is 
a heroic number, and she sang it ex- 
tremely well, following with the light- 
er, "Dearest," by the same author, and 
the delicate fantasy, "Seed Song," by 
Huntingdon Woodman.

Thi-e(, songs followed for Miss Flet- 
cher, being "Irish Love Song," by 
Lang; "The Lass With the Delicate 
Air,' Arne; and "Pussy Willow," A. 

Miss Fletcher has a nice- 
ly original way of interpreting the 
"delicate air" song, and it seems to go 
with her vocal style.

ASSOCIATION FUMIGATING. 


Redlands Is Getting Ready To Oper 


ate a System Similar to One 


Used by Covina Growers. 


In all probability the directors of 


the Redlands Fruit Growers "Fumiga- 
tion company will place an order the 
first of the week for all or at least 
a big part of the apparatus that is 
to be used by the company in fumi- 
gating the groves of the Redlands dis- 
trict, says the "Review." 
The total 


cost of this apparatus will be in the 
neighborhood of $20,000. 


Next Monday three directors of the 


company will leave in automobiles for 
other 
orange 
growing districts 
of 


Southern California for the purpose 
of investigating the fumigation meth- 
ods there. 
They will visit Monrovia, 


Upland and Pomona. The three direc- 
tors are E. A. Moore, Benjamin Hodge 
and R. N. Woodworth. 


It is the intention to place the order 


for 500 tents though only half that 
number may be made up at this time. 
It is also necessary to order the cy- 
anide of potassium at this time as it 
has to come from Germany and it 
will take some time to get it here. 
The 500 tents will cost about $20,000, 
counting the apparatus that goes with 
thorn. It is necessary ti> have them 
made to order out of a special brand 
of canvas. 
Samples of the canvas 


have been sent to Berkeley for the 
university professors to test. 
It is 


fairly light but close woven to hold 
the gas. 


The 500 tents represents about ten 


gangs. The gangs means that in the 
neighborhood of sixty men will be 
working the groves of Redlands dis- 
trict for the company. The money is 
to come from the growers who will 
buy shares of stock at so much per 
share. 
Over $8000 has already been 


collected and about $10,000 pledged. 


The company is a mutual company 


for the good of the growers. Pomona 
lias probably the'largest mutual fum- 
igation company in Southern Califor- 
nia at the present time but is pre- 
vented from doing good work because 
all 
the 
growers 
do 
not 
belong 


:o it. 
Under these conditions groves 


;hat have not been fumigated for two 
years will contaminate groves that 
lave been fumigated for one year and 
there it is necessary to fumigate al- 
most every two years. 
It is thought 


;hat it will take two years to fumi- 
gate all the groves in Redlands.

KILL OFF THE WEEDS. 


Baltimore's Method of Removing Them 


From Her Streets. 


Weeds along the roadside, in streets 


and unused corners are eyesores to 
any town and should bo destroyed as 
soon as possible to prevent them from 
spreading. 


The street cleaning department of 


Baltimore has been using a weed kill- 
er which in efficiency and promptness 
is all that can be expected, as is claim- 
ed, though the owner -of a flock of 
ducks which were allowed to run at 
large and forage in the gutters of a 
certain section thinks it is too "kill- 
ing," since every duckling who came 
in contact with the mixture was de- 
stroyed, to the indignation of the own- 
er, who claims so dangerous a mixture 
should not be used. The liquid is de- 
scribed as a mixture of bicarbonate of 
soda and arsenic. A 20 per cent solu- 
tion of the two chemicals is diluted 
with forty times its bulk of water, and 
the weeds to be killed are sprayed 
with -the mixture. 
If the weeds are 


very high they are mowed down first. 


The liquid is applied over the ground, 


and the roots are destroyed. 
The 


street cleaning people say without such 
a composition it would be impossible, 
except at great expense, to remove 
weeds from the streets and that as it 
Is used only in solution there is no 
danger of humans getting any of It. 
Of courne chickens or ducks roaming 
at large might drink some of the water 
leaking from the street sprinklers. The 
health department comes to the con- 
clusion, therefore, that the mixture may 
bo continued in use. If its composition 
is given right It may be worth know- 
ing.— Gardening. 


Cleaning Up a Town. 


City Marshal Hanes of Mount Pleas- 


ant, Tex., has made a complete can- 
vass of the city and has notified every 
householder and business concern that 
premises must be kept in a sani- 
tary condition throughout the summer. 
All weeds must be kept cut, garbage 
barrels screened and all offal and de- 
bris of every nature must be burned. 
Mr. Ilanes states that he will arrest 
all parties who violate the city ordi- 
nances in regard to sanitation.
